The Pharmaceutical Military Asso- 


ciation with headquarters at Philadel-- 


phia was recently organized for the 


purpose of making a united effort to 


have pharmacy recognized in the Uni- 
ted States Army and Navy. With this 


end in view the Association has had a 


bill introduced in Congress whose ob- 


ject is to increase the efficiency of the 
medical department in the United . 


States Army; to provide a pharma- 
ceutical corps in that department, and 


to improve the status and efficiency | 


of pharmacists in the army. 


You will find in another part of the 
Pacific Pharmacist a letter from the 
Association asking the concerted ac- 
tion upon the part of the profession 
and also a copy of the bill which has 
been introduced to Congress. We 
have hastily gone over the bill and 
believe it is a step in the right direc- 
tion. Pharmacy as well as any other 
important work, in our industria] line, 
should be represented in a proper way 
in military service. One of the en- 
couraging features of the bill is the 
fact that it recognizes and makes a 
reasonable amount of pharmaceutical 
education absolutely necessary in or- 
der to hold any position of promi- 


nence. Education should greatly 


stimulate and otherwise improve the 
personnel of the pharmaceutical serv- 
ice in the army and navy. 


There is no doubt, in our mind, but 
that the well trained pharmacist could 
be and should be of great assistance in 
the Medical Department. His techni- 
cal education should be of much value 
to the Medical Department and the 
possibilities of further training in this 
direction should be very good. After 
a few years of such service the phar- 
macist should be a very competent 
and valuable man. 

That a Pharmaceutical Corps should 
be recognized is, in our opinion, a 
proper step to take in order that en- 
couragement may be given to the 
right sort of men to not only enter the 


service but to continue with it. Here- 
tofore, we believe, the army and navy 
has not been, getting the proper class | 
of candidates in this service and’ per- 
haps some of them have tended to. 
prejudice the» -Medical Department 
from recognizing the merit which. a_ 
properly trained corps would exhibit. | 

The bill as a whole is to be com-.

AMERICAN DYE STUFF. 


It is interesting to know that this 
newest of the American industries is 


making rapid progress. It is said that 


more than $200,000,000 is now invested 
in the manufacture of domestic dye 
materials. Some twenty odd corpora- 
tions are making strenuous efforts in 
this special line. In fact, enormous 
quantities of dye stuffs and intermedi- 
ates are now being successfully aul 
duced in this country. | 

According to the daily papers, one 
of the firms interested in this kine of 
work will have its headquarters in 
West Berkeley, California. It is said 
that some one who is possessed of in- 
side information on the German sys- 
tem of manufacture of aniline dyes 
will be at the head of the institution. 
A company has: been formed with a 
capital of $500,000, and all of the com- 
pany stock has been subscribed. 

That there will be great competition 
with the German industry after the 
war goes without saying. In fact, it is 
said that the Germans have effected a 
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consolidation of their interests in such 
a way that they hope after the war 
_ within a very short time to get back 
the world monopoly which they former- 
ly enjoyed. It remains of course to be 
proven whether this can be done. At

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE 
STORE'S SUCCESS.

Many an interésted prospective buy- 
er having’ desire created in mind by 
your féwspaper publicity has been 
turned away by a poorly trimmed, un- 
attractive window. You spend money 
for newspaper space, you pay one 
great, big part of your rent for your 
windows. Why not, then, with the 
most attractive trims you can possibly 


create, back up the desire that it has 


cost you money to create through 
whatever form of publicity you may 


be telling. our message to the buying > 


public of your community. 

Live, wide-awake, hustling mer- 
chants with creative genius can trace 
many dollars’ worth of sales to the 


publicity they obtain through the me- 


dium of their store windows. And 
the windows should be “live” ones. 
Good specialties with a possibility for 
demonstration offer rare opportunity 
for attracting and “selling” and get- 
ting into your store the passers-by. 

“If I were to name the most com- 
mon failing of merchants, smaller ones 
in particular in every part of the coun- 
try, I should say it was the lack of 
neatness in window and display with- 
in the store.” Thus spoke a man who 
has traveled among merchants for 
three years. 

In this man’s opinion the failure of 
merchants properly to display their 
stocks loses them many sales and 
gives their customers an_ entirely 
wrong impression of the goods. 

It is so old as to be trite, but the 


advice to clean up is still needed by 


many merchants. If it is good busi- 
ness for the great store to observe the 
common rules of neatness and cleanli- 
ness, certainly it will be good business 
for the smaller man. | 

The truth of this statement is driven 
home by the success of the merchant 
in the smaller town who does follow 
the call of the neat store. 


PHARMACIST 


A New Style Window. 


An entirely new idea in store show 
windows has just been carried out in 
one of Denver’s leading clothing 
stores. The glass in these windows 
is concave in shape when viewed 
from the sidewalk and the shape of 
the glass entirely eliminates the re- 
flection of light which makes ordinary 
flat glass act like a mirror. The 
lower edge of this concave pane of 
glass is set back two feet from the 
front window base and under it is a 
shadow box or trench of black mar- 
ble, which absorbs all sunlight. The 
window is the invention of a New 
York man who sold his first working 
model to the Denver company. The 
window gives a perfectly clear view 


of everything on display and the ab- 


sorbing of the reflection makes the 


view of goods so clear that the glass 


itself cannot be seen. The advantage 
of doing away with the reflection of 
light is so obvious that this idea will 
be generally adopted by stores through- 
out the country who realize the im- 
portance of window display adver- 
tising. 

This kind of a window is known as 
a shadow box window, and the effect 
is quite startling to the observer who 
is not familiar with the way in which 
the reflection of light is removed. 
How to Photograph a Flat Window. 
Get two poles, each a little longer 
than the height of the window. Then 
cut strips of black cloth a little longer 
than the window is wide (lining cam- 
bric or calico will do), sew tegether 
and tack upon the poles. Now you 
have a large, black screen to cut off 
all reflection from across the street. 
Cut a hole in the cloth for the camera, 
get two boys to hold the screen and 
you are ready to take the photograph. 

Best results in day-time photog- 


-raphy are obtained in the early morn- 


ing of a clear day.or at the time when 
the window receives the _ greatest 
amount of light. Pictures of strongly 
illuminated windows may be taken at 
night by the use of an explosive or 
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flash. In this case the film or plate 
should receive an exposure of from 
ten to twenty-five minutes to bring 
out the greatest amount of detail. 
Have all lights in the windows well 
shaded and as high up and near the 
pane as possible. This will bring out 
the contrast between shadow and 
high light, making your picture many 
times more effective. 
Interior Displays. 
An attractive window draws trade. 
Every one will admit this fact. In- 
terior decorations are also a means of 
attracting trade, but this latter method 
is given much less attention than the 
former by the average merchant. A 
window filled with a certain specialty 


increases the sales in that department 


and credit is given to the window as 
a drawing card. Where goods are 
shown as an interior decoration the 
selling power of the display is per- 
haps not so radically shown as in 
the former case and for this reason 
the merchant rarely is in a position 
to realize the sales pulling power of 
such interior displays. A store with 
attractive interior decorations keeps 
its customers active in their desire 
to enter the store at all times, if only 


just to look around and see the new | 


decorative features. 

An interior display should show 
prominently articles of merchandise, 
and show them to the best advantage. 
This is bound to result in increased 


sales. If you do not devote some 


time to interior displays then you are 
losing prospective sales and doing an 
injustice to yourself. Many displays 
such as booths and _ over-the-ledge 
trims ‘seem very complicated to one 
whose experience in this line of work 
is small. However, none will dispute 
the fact that they are attractive and 
the desire to be able to construct such 
displays is ever uppermost in the mind 
of an up-to-date merchant.

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PROVING CLAIMS AGAINST 
CUSTOMERS WITH LOOSE 
LEAF AND SHORT CUT BOOK- 
KEEPING SYSTEMS. 


Inasmuch as practically everybody 


in business, except dealers for cash 


only, keep book accounts and may at 
any time have to produce those book 
accounts in court in order to prove 
a claim, I expect there will be general 
interest in the following, which con- 
cerns the legal status of loose leaf 
account books in proving a case in 


court. ‘The letter comes from Frank 


V. Chambers, of Philadelphia, pub- 
lisher of two well-known photographic 
papers: 

“Here is a question that was asked

An original of is the 


first complete and permanent record 
Of a business transaction, inscribed by 


the person having charge of making 
the record, at or about the date of 
the transaction, and in the ordinary 


‘course of business. It must contain 


every necessary detail—the customer’s 
name (not necessarily his address) ; 
the items purchased (not a lumping 
charge, like “mdse.”); the prices and 
the dates. No special form of book 
or account register is necessary; any- 
thing complying with all of the above 
requirements is sufficient. In some 
States they will even admit separate 
sheets, not contained in a book at all, 


-Or ever contained in a book, as an 


original book entry. 

So far as I. know; loose leaf systems 
are legal evidence in any State, pro- 
vided they conform with the above 
requirements. ‘There are no cases on 
record which say they would not be 
evidence, while there is one case where 
the point was expressly raised and 
decided in favor of. the loose leaf 
system. Most courts would want to 
be satisfied, I think, that the book 
was.in the same condition, i. e.,- con- 
tained the same leaves, when offered 
in evidence, that it contained at the 
time the transaction was had, but 


with this point settled, it would be 


admitted like any other book. So, 
I feel sure, would a card from a card 


index system—if it filled all the above 
requirements.

THE PHARMACEUTICAL CORPS 
BILL. | 
To increase the efficiency of the Medi- 
cal Department of the United States 
Army, to provide a Pharmaceutical 
Corps in that department, and to 
improve the status and efficiency of 
the pharmacists in the Army. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House 


Of Representatives of the United States 


of America in Congress assembled, 
_ That hereafter there shall be attached 
~ to the Medical Department of the United 
States Army a Pharmaceutical Corps, 
‘¢6mposed of citizens of the United 
States, to perform the duties defined in 


this Act and such: related duties as may 


be prescribed, fron time to time, by the 
Surgeon General. 


Sec. 2. That the Army Pharmaceu- 
tical Corps shall consist of one pharma- 
cist director, with rank ‘of major, who 
shall be chief of the Pharmaceutical 
Corps, five deputy pharmacist directors, 
with the rank of captain, and such 


number of pharmacists, with the rank 


of lieutenant, and of pharmacist ap- 
prentices, may be for the 
service. 


Sec. 3. That the Army 
ceutical Corps shall be charged with 
the following specific duties: To pro- 
cure by purchase or manufacture all 
supplies of medicines, drugs, chemicals, 
pharmaceutical apparatus, and hospital 
and surgical dressings necessary for the 


Medical Department of the Army; to - 


determine the quality. and purity of such 
supplies: to have charge of the medical 
supply depots of the Army and the 
storage and safeguarding of such sup- 
plies; to provide for the issuance and 
distribution of such supplies and the 


dispensing of medicines in the various 


hospitals, dispensaries, infirmaries, 
trains, and camps of the Army; to 


properly care for, regulate the dis- 


pensing, and to systematically ac- 
count for all spirituous liquor’ and 
habit-forming drugs purchased for the 


department; to procure by purchase or. 


manufacture such drugs, chemicals, 
reagents, tests, and biologic products 
as are used in the laboratories and 


_the medical and surgical practice of 


the department for the purposes of 
diagnosis, prophylaxis, or treatment; 
to account for all moneys received 


from sales of medical supplies, in 


accordance with the provisions of the 


Army regulations or disposed of by 


order of competent authority; to in- 


spect the department’s stores and. 


supplies of drugs, medicines, hospital 
dressings, reagents, tests, and biologic 
products and determine their deterior- 
ation and fitness for use: to cooperate 
with the other branches of the de- 
partment in rendering first aid and 
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wound dressing and in the making of 
diagnostic and chemical tests; to es- 
tablish and maintain a systematic 
course of study and training, in- 
cluding the advances made in medi- 
cine, pharmacy, and sciences allied 
thereto, to be pursued by the mem- 
bers of the Army Pharmaceutical 
Corps who are seeking promotion 
in the corps. 


Sec. 4. That the pharmacist di- 
rector shall be a graduate of a repu- 
table school of pharmacy, have had 
not less than five years of pharma- 
ceutical experience, and have estab- 
lished a creditable record in the pro- 
fession of pharmacy. 


The duties of the pharmacist di- 
rector shall include the following: 
To have supervision over the Army 
Pharmaceutical Corps; to see that 
discipline is maintained and duties

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twenty-one years and forty-five years 
of age, both inclusive, who can pass 
the usual physicial examination re- 
quired for appointment in the Medical 
Corps and the professional examina- 
tions, which shall include tests of 
skill in practical pharmacy and of 
proficiency in the usual subjects of a 
standard school of pharmacy course, 
may be appointed as a pharmacist in 
the Pharmaceutical Corps. 


An original appointment as_phar- 
macist under this Act shall entitle the 
appointee to the rank and commission 
of second lieutenant. After the ex- 
piration of the first five years of ser- 
vice, with honorable discharge, the 
pharmacist may reenlist at any time 
within six months. from the date of 
expiration of .such prior service, and 
he may then apply for examination 
for promotion, and if his physical ex- 
amination and the professional ex- 
amination in subjects of advanced 
pharmaceutical education are satisfac- 
tory, he shall be eligible for promo- 
tion to the rank and commission as 
first lieutenant, Pharmaceutical Corps. 
After fifteen years of service in the 
Pharmaceutical Corps a pharmacist 
with the rank of first lieutenant, 
Pharmaceutical Corps, may apply for 
examination for promotion. If he suc- 
cessfully passes the necessary exami- 
nation in postgraduate pharmaceuti- 
cal studies, and if in the opinion of 


the pharmaceutical director such pro- 


motion is merited, he shall be pro- 
-moted to the rank and commission of 
captain, Pharmaceutical Corps. 

Any citizen of the United States 
between. seventeen years and thirty- 
five years of age, both inclusive, who 
can pass the necessary physical and 
preliminary educational examination 
prescribed by the Secretary of War 
may enlist as a pharmacist appren- 
tice. Pharmacist apprentices shall act 
as. assistants to the pharmacists and 
to the Hospital Corps. After serving 
for one year in this capacity the 
pharmacist apprentice may, with the 
approval of the pharmacist or the 


surgeon under whom he has served, 
apply for examination for promotion ; 
and if he passes the examination in 
preliminary education and the elemen- 
tary pharmaceutical branches, he shall 
be promoted to the grade of pharma- 
cist apprentice, first class, with rank 
as sergeant. After five years of ser- 
vice, with honorable discharge, the 
pharmacist apprentice may reenlist 
and may apply for examination and 
promotion to the grade of pharmacist 
with commission as second lieutenant: 
Provided. That after two years of ser- 
vice the Secretary of War, upon recom 
mendation of the pharmacist director, 


may grant to a pharmacist apprentice 


sufficient leave of absence from the ser- 
vice to permit the apprentice attending 
a school of pharmacy to fit himself for 
advanced rank in the Pharmaceutical 
Corps. Such leave of absence shall be 


‘without pay, but shall not be deducted 


in computing the length of service. 


The Secretary of War is authorized 
to appoint boards of three examiners to 
conduct the professional examinations 
herein prescribed: Provided, That at 
least one member of each of the boards 
so appointed shall be a pharmacist. 


That, whereas there are now in the 
service of the War Department a num- 


ber of pharmacists and druggists rank- 


ing as master hospital sergeants, hos- 


pital sergeants, sergeants first class, 


and sergeants, all such shall be eligible 
to transfer to the Pharmaceutical Corps 


created by this Act and to the service, 


rank, pay, and promotion in rank as 


provided herein, and that, the time al- 


ready spent as pharmacists in the War 
Department shall be computed as part 
of their service in the Pharmaceutical 
Corps. 


That in emergencies the pharmacist 
director, upon the recommendation of 
the Surgeon General and with the ap- 


proval of the Secretary of War, may 


appoint as many contract pharmacists 
as may be necessary, at a compensa- 
tion not exceeding, $150 each per month, 
and provided that the age limit and 
professional examination may be waived 
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in the case of any contract pharmacist 
whose character, experience, and pro- 
fessional education is deemed by the 
pharmacist director to be satisfactory. 


The temporary appointment of a con- 


tract pharmacist shall not carry com- 
mission or right of retirement in ac- 
cordance with the Army Regulations. 

Sec. 5. That all appointees author- 
ized by this Act shall take rank and 
precedence in the same manner in all 
respects as in the case of appointees to 
the Medical Corps of the Army, and 
shall not exercise command over per- 
sons other than those in the Pharma- 
ceutical Corps and such enlisted men 
as may be detailed to assist them by 
competent authority. 

That all officers of the Pharmacen- 
tical Corps shall receive the same pay, 
awards, and allowances as the officers 
of corresponding rank and length of 
service in the Medical Corps of the 


Army and shall be eligible to retire- 


ment in the same manner and under 
the same conditions. 

That the pay of the pharmacist ap- 
prentice shall be $33 per month and 
that of the pharmacist apprentice first 
class, with rank of sergeant, shall be 
$37 per month, and for each reenlist- 
ment in this service they shall receive 


the usual increase allowed in the Army. 


for honorable discharge and reenlist- 
ment. 

Sec. 6. That all laws and parts of 
laws inconsistent with the provisions 
of this Act be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed.

MARKET LETTER.

With the ever changing and multi- 
tudinous difficulties and tax uncer- 
tainties the general drug market is 
still in a very unsettled condition. The 
great difficulties associated with trans- 
portation make foreign drug supplies 
extremely uncertain. As to prices the 
majority of the better quality of for- 
eign crude drugs are very firm with 
a tendency continuously upward. Good 
quality of ipecac is selling at $2.50 a 
pound. The best quality of Hyoscy- 
amus is almost unobtainable and re- 
tailers are asking $5.00 a pound. This 
drug formerly came almost exclusively 
from Germany. 

Among the drugs which we note as 
advancing we may mention the fol- 
lowing: 

Menthol, thymol, salol, vanillin, 
olive oil, most of the essential oils, 
permanganate of potash, saccharin, 
formalin, cod liver oil, soaps, toilet 
waters, Pabst malt, in fact all alco- 
holic preparations are advancing. Most 
of the sundries are advancing. Ban- 
doline, talcum, all porus plasters ad- 


_ vanced about $3.00 a gross.

The prerequisite feature is re- 
tained, two years of practical experi- 
ence and graduation being required 
for full registration. 

3rd. Every pharmacy must have in

BLOOD TRANSFUSION. 


Lewisohn in the J. A. M. A., March 
17, 1917, reviews his experiments with 
sodium citrate as the agent which pre- 
vents coagulation. Two tenths of one 
per cent. of sodium citrate solution is 
capable of preventing the coagulation 
of blood for many hours or even days. 
This method is now used almost ex- 


clusively in the hospitals throughout 


the country because of its simplicity 
and safety. The technic is so simple 
that even a nurse could perform the 
operation if it were necessary. He has 
found that a patient may take safely 


even 5 gms. of the sodium citrate. In~ 


doses larger, however, this agent be- 
comes extremely toxic. In an ordinary 
blood transfusing it is never necessary, 
as a rule, to use more than two or 
three gms. of sodium citrate which is 
apparently entirely safe. He warns, 
however, that the blood of the donor 
and receiver should be tested previously 
as to hemolysis and agglutination. Oc- 


casionally even the blood of a relative - 
may be very antagonistic to the re- | 
cipient. This, however, can all be pre- 


vented by simple chemical tests.

BOOK REVIEW. 
Anatomy and Physiology, by John 
Forsyth Little, M. D., Assistant 
Demonstrator of Anatomy, Jeffer- 
son Medical College, Philadelphia. 
Illustrated with 149 engravings and 
four plates. Published by Lea & 


Febiger, Philadelphia and New York. 


This book although written espe- 
cially for the nursing profession, cov- 
ers in a very clear and _ untechnical 
manner the essentials of anatomy and 


physiology. The work is divided into - 
twenty-nine chapters covering practic- 


ally all of the subject in a concise and 
yet untechnical way. At the end of 
each chapter there are a number of 
questions’ which the student is sup- 


posed to be able to answer as a re- 
sult of having studied the preceding 


chapter. This is a good idea as it 


causes the student to think and to 
reason out some of the answers which 
otherwise might not come to his at- 
tention. 

The cuts throughout the book are 
classic, having been taken from Gray’s 
Anatomy, which is probably unex-

celled in this particular. It is one of: 
the best combinations of anatomy 
and physiology which we have had’

PIPE MAKERS BUY MOUNTAIN 
LAUREL ROOTS FROM 
GOVERNMENT. 


(From the Forest Service, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, San 
Francisco Office.) 


Washington, August 14.—A sale of 


a large quantity of mountain laurel 


roots from one of the National For- 
ests in the Southern Appalachians is 
reported by officials in charge, who 
say that the roots will be used to 
make pipes. 

The mountain laurel root is simi- 


lar in appearance to the French briar, 


which the majority of pipe-smokers 
are said to prefer. The French briar 
is the root of the white heath or 
“bruyers.” ‘These roots are gathered 
in large quantities, and after being 
cleaned and sawed into blanks they 
are placed in hot water and simmered 
for twelve hours or more. This proc- 
ess gives them the rich hue for which 
the best pipes are noted. It is said 
that in 1915 the value of the blanks 
shipped to this country was almost 
$300,000, and in addition a large num- 
ber of finished pipes were imported. 
On account of the present scarcity 
and high price of French briar, a 
number of pipe manufacturers in this 
country have been on the lookout for 
substitutes, and the Forest Products 
Laboratory has conducted experi- 
ments to determine the availability of 
other woods. It is reported that the 
mountain laurel root burns out more 
readily than briar, but Forest Service 
experts are trying to find a method of 
hardening the wood, and have suc- 
ceeded to an appreciable extent. They 
have also found that mountain mahog- 
any, ceanothus, and manzanita, which 
are abundant in California, give prom- 
ise of yielding material which will be 
the equal of French briar in every 


Way. 


Other woods now widely used for 
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pipe making are apple wood, red gum, 
ebony, and birch, together with small- 
er amounts of olive wood, rosewood, 
and osage orange. 

Considerable amounts of the laurel 
roots are being used, and officials 
expect to make further sales. The 
lands purchased by the Government 
in the Southern Appalachians are re- 
ported to contain unlimited quantities 
of laurel, which is widely known for 
the delicate beauty of its flowers. In 
places it forms extensive thickets, 
which are almost impenetrable. Vis- 
itors to the mountains say that in the 
spring these thickets, or “pink beds” 
as they are called by the mountain- 
eers, are indescribably beautiful and 
form one of the main attractions of 
the region. 

The sales of laurel root will not be 
made at places frequented by tourists, 
or where the removal of the laurel 
will detract from the beauty of the 
landscape. 


According to Satre (La Presse Medi- 
cale), December 4, 1916, discussing 
death on the battlefield implies that it 
is not an easy thing to ascertain.. If 
there is absolutely no sign of circula- 
tion for more than fifteen minutes a 
patient may be totally dead. Since it is 
not easy to ascertain whether circula- 
tion still continues or not he injects 2 
gms. of fluorescence dissolved in 10 
c.m. of alkaline solution. If there is 
even a faint circulation in the body a. 
marked jaundice perceptible on the 
skin and mucosa as well as in the eye 
will soon be noticed. If this color oc- 
curs, artificial respiration should be 
continued. Other chemical tests can be 
resorted to, to ascertain if rigor mortis 
or decomposition has actually taken 
place. This should be determined be- 
fore pronouncing a patient really dead.
